Suspect Miranda stopped what he was doing and immediately put his hands 
straight out in front of him in a "Superman" position. Deputy handcuffed him in 
that position, then retrieved his dangling handheld microphone and broadcasted his 
location. 


Suspect Miranda again rolled his hips and kicked his legs while ignoring Deputy 
BERE. to stop fighting. Deputy Cheatham arrived and retrieved the gun from 
Suspect Miranda's waistband. Depu rrived and saw Suspect Miranda move 
around, kick his legs, and ignore orders to stop fighting, therefore he sprayed him in 
the face with a two to three second burst of Oleoresin Capsicum (OC) spray. Deputy 
hen switched positions with Deputy {EE A short time later Suspect 
Miranda complied with orders to stop fighting at which point Deputies Wendland and 
Martin arrived. Together Deputies Wendland, Martin, and removed Suspect 
Miranda’s handcuffs, placed his hands behind his back, and re-handcuffed him. 


During the re-handcuffing process Deputy Parra stood near Suspect Miranda’s feet 
and saw Suspect Miranda shifting his feet and curling his leg towards a deputy's back. 
Suspect Miranda ignored Deputy Parra’s orders to stop. Deputy Parra then crossed 
Suspect Miranda’s left ankle over his right ankle and placed his knee on Suspect 
Miranda's legs. Suspect Miranda tried to separate his feet at which point Deputy Parra 
took a hold of Suspect Miranda's right foot. Seconds later Suspect Miranda yelled, "My 
leg, my leg," and stopped resisting. 


Suspect Miranda sustained a fracture to the fibula bone in his right leg and was 
medically treated on scene by Los Angeles County Fire Department Engine #23, under 
the direction of Captain Karp. He was subsequently transferred to Lakewood Regional 
Medical Center for further treatment. 


The use of force was reported to Lakewood Station Field Sergeant Matthew Verzola 
|The incident was documented by those involved on a SH-R-49 [Exhibit A] 

and several supplemental reports [Exhibit A], all which are included in this case. 

Sergeant Verzola also documented his observations in a supplemental report [Exhibit

Deputy NU he was working a single man unit and was driving his patrol 
vehicle northbound through the parking lot of the Bellflower Travel Inn when_he saw 
Suspect Miranda walking westbound through the motel parking lot. Deputy| 
recognized Suspect Miranda from previous contacts with him where Suspect Miranda 
had admitted to being a narcotics user. Deputy stopped his vehicle in the 
middle of the parking lot, exited, and while standing near the door of his vehicle he 
began speaking with Suspect Miranda who was standing on the driver's side of the 
patrol vehicle.

Deputy а placed his knee on Suspect Miranda's back and his hands on the 
shoulder's, in an effort to keep Suspect Miranda controlled and pinned to the ground. 
Both Deputies and yelled commands for Suspect Miranda to stop 
fighting but he continued to move around and kick his feet. Deputy told Deputy 
Pa Suspect Miranda had a gun. Deputy was not sure if that meant 
Suspect Miranda currently had a gun or had one earlier. Deputy was 
concerned that Suspect Miranda may reach down and retrieve a gun because of the 
way his hands were cuffed and the fact he continued to move around. Deputy 
sprayed Suspect Miranda's face with a two to three second burst of OC spray.

Deputy Parra said as he searched for the gun he heard deputies yelling at Suspect | 
Miranda to stop fighting. Deputy Parra stopped searching for the gun and went to help 

the deputies. While standing to the west of Suspect Miranda, near his feet, Deputy 

Parra saw one deputy kneeling and positioned directly over Suspect Miranda’s left 

shoulder. The other deputy was kneeling over the right shoulder with both deputies 

facing east towards Suspect Miranda’s head. Suspect Miranda was face down with the 

balls of his feet positioned on the ground as in a push up position. Deputy Parra said 

he was concerned that Suspect Miranda would be able to shift his weight or push the 

deputies off of him while he was in that position. 


Deputy Parra saw Suspect Miranda curl his leg upward towards a deputy's back. He 
believed Suspect Miranda was either trying to strike the deputy or trying to gain a 
position of leverage in order to shift his body weight and turn over, face up. Since 
Deputy Parra was told Suspect Miranda was in possession of a gun, he was even | 
more concerned Suspect Miranda may have been trying to turn over in order to retrieve | 
а дип. Deputy Parra knelt down, grabbed Suspect Miranda’s legs, crossed the left | 
ankle over the right ankle, placed his left knee on Suspect Miranda’s calf and used his | 
body weight to push down on the legs/calf. 


Deputy Parra said Suspect Miranda continued to actively resist his efforts to control his 
legs. Deputy Parra could feel Suspect Miranda trying to separate his feet at which 
point Deputy Parra took a hold of Suspect Miranda's right foot. A short time later, 
Suspect Miranda yelled, "My leg, my leg, and simultaneously stopped resisting. 
Deputy Parra said he believed Suspect Miranda may have possibly been hurt since he 
yelled out in pain about his leg. Deputy Parra released his hold of Suspect Miranda's 
foot but maintained the pressure on the calf in order to keep control of his legs. 
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Deputy Parra explained the reason why he placed Suspect Miranda in the position of 
crossing his ankles was to gain control of the legs. He added it was much easier to 
control both legs when they were crossed. He explained how he was trained in that 
technique when he attended the Sheriff's Academy as well as in patrol school. Не had 
additional practice while training in Jiu Jitzu. 


Deputy Parra was asked if he felt he could have used any other force option at that 
time. The following is an excerpt of his interview (page 14 of his interview transcripts) 
which includes his answer: 


Khasaempanth: Оо you feel you could have used any other force option 
other than the control hold that you used on the suspect at 
that point? 


Parra: Гао not. | felt, | felt then and | continue to feel now that 
given the, the danger of the situation, the fact that it was an 
armed suspect who had already demonstrated a propensity 
towards assaulting deputies and the fact that | saw him 
attempting to re-position himself to either place the deputies 
off balance, or simply to be able to give himself a position 
where he might be able to access any other objects that he 
might have on him including a weapon, that the technique 
that | used was the best technique to control his legs and 
his legs needed to be controlled. 


SUSPECT'S STATEMENT: 


Suspect Miranda was interviewed by Lakewood Station Operation S; ets 
(O.S.S.) Detectives Jose Carbajal Fo i Lorena Rodriguez lon July 1, 
2013. The interview was conducted at Los Angeles County Medical Center (L.C.M.C.) 


jail ward and was audio recorded. A supplemental report regarding the interview was 
written by Detective Carbajal and is attached with this case (Exhibit A). 


Suspect Miranda was also interviewed on June 30, 2013, by Internal Affairs Bureau 
Sergeants Catrina Khasaempanth and Laura Haynes. The interview was conducted at 
Lakewood Regional Medical Center and was recorded. The following is a summary of 
that interview. 


Suspect Miranda said he was an informant for Sergeant Timothy Robarge ARN 
and had told him about a house in Bellflower that was selling narcotics. He described 
the house as being located right behind the Bellflower Travel Inn. He said Sergeant 
Robarge asked him if he could buy a baggie of narcotics from that residence and give it 
to him, in order to help him (Sergeant Robarge) show cause for a search warrant on 
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that house. 


Suspect Miranda said the gun was the best chance he had at getting anything from 
that house to give to Sergeant Robarge. He took the gun, put it in a clear plastic bag 
and placed it in his waistband. His plan was to go home, call Sergeant Robarge and 
tell him he had the gun for him but he was instead stopped by Deputy} 


Suspect Miranda said after he placed the gun inside his waistband he walked through 
the backyard of the residence and into the parking lot of the Bellflower Travel Inn. As 
he passed the last set of cars in the parking lot, Deputy гохе in and told 
Suspect Miranda to come to him. 


Suspect Miranda said he thought Deputy — ust have recognized him from the 
last time he was pulled over because Deputy Mlllliuickly asked him if he had a 
pipe (referring to a pipe used to inhale narcotics) in his possession. Suspect Miranda 
told him he did not have a pipe but was extremely nervous and stuck his hand in his 
pocket as he said no. Deputy {told Suspect Miranda to come towards him and 
begun to search Suspect Miranda's person. 


Suspect Miranda said he was extremely nervous about being caught with a gun. As 
Deputy vas searching him and touched the gun in his waistband he tried to run 
away. He said he tried to push Deput ff of him and remembered Deputy 
MR M into his handheld radio. Deputy grabbed Suspect Miranda and 
told him to stop resisting. Suspect Miranda said he continued to push Deputy 

and resist his efforts to control him because he wanted to get away from him and go to 
his house. 


Suspect Miranda said he never tried to grab the gun he had in his waistband but at one 
point he had tried to pull his pants up and it may have been misconstrued as him trying 
to pull the gun from his waistband. He explained at that moment Deputy [used 
more force on him but he did not describe what type of force. 


Suspect Miranda said when additional deputy personnel arrived they restrained him. 
He explained he was lying face down on the ground when deputies tried to handcuff 
him. He described his body as being face down and twisted. When he was able to 
straighten his leg, a deputy landed on his leg and he felt a sharp pain. Suspect 
Miranda believed he had not been handcuffed until the point when all the deputies 
turned him face down and handcuffed him behind his back. 


Suspect Miranda said at no point was he hit by Deputy J He said when the 
additionally deputies arrived he only remembered them grabbing onto him tightly. He

Deputy Cheatham authored a Supplemental report [Exhibit A], documenting the event 
and his actions. His report was consistent with his verbal description of the incident 
during his Internal Affairs interview. 


Deputy Cheatham said he was working a single person patrol unit when he responded 
to the Bellflower Travel Inn regarding an assistance request. He remembered the 
assistance request was for a deputy involved in a fight. 


When Deputy Cheatham arrived at the motel he said he saw Deputy fighting 
with Suspect Miranda on the ground, between two parked cars in the southwest portion 
of the motel parking lot near the motel office. He saw Deputy llla: sitting on top 
of Suspect Miranda’s back trying to control him while Suspect Miranda was on his 
stomach, twisting his body and trying to turn from his stomach onto his side. Suspect 
Miranda was also kicking his legs and his arms were stretched out in front of him with 
his hands stretched past his head and cuffed. Both Deputy land Suspect 
Miranda were facing in the same direction. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Cheatham marked the location where he found 
Deputy | m a copy of a photograph [Exhibit G] 
shown to him during his IAB interview. 


Deputy Cheatham said Оери old him Suspect Miranda had a gun in his 
waistband and Deputy while still on top of Suspect Miranda, tilted Suspect 
Miranda's body onto his side in order to expose the waistband. Deputy Cheatham 
removed the gun from Suspect Miranda's waistband. As Deputy Cheatham took 
control of the gun and backed out, additional assisting personnel (Deputies Moreno 
and J had arrived and were behind him. He knew once he backed out from 
between the cars they would go in and help Deputy га it would be safe for 
him to go to his patrol vehicle and secure the gun. 


Deputy Cheatham said after he went to his patrol vehicle to secure the gun, he stayed 
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near his vehicle which was approximately fifteen feet away. He said there was 
sufficient personnel assisting Deputy апа they all were somewhat encircled 
around Suspect Miranda which made it hard to see what exactly was occurring.

Deputy Moreno said she was working with her partner Deputy Morgan еп 
they responded to the Bellflower Travel Inn regarding a deputy involved in a fight 
assistance request. 


Deputy Moreno said they arrived to the motel approximately two to three minutes later 
and parked their patrol vehicle in the middle of the motel parking lot. Deputy Moreno 
exited the passenger side of the patrol vehicle and ran northbound in the parking lot. 
She explained based on her past experiences at that motel most of the activity at that 
motel occurs towards the far north portion of the lot. Within seconds she heard_a loud 
commotion, so she turned and ran towards it. She saw Deputies [and 

along with Suspect Miranda, on the ground between two parked cars in front of the 
manager's office. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Moreno marked the location where she found 
Deputy аш. copies of photographs [Exhibit H] shown 
to her during her IAB interview. 


Deputy Moreno saw Suspect Miranda lying face down on the ground with his hands 
cuffed in front of his head, and Deputy as straddling his back with both of 


them facing east. Deputy} had one knee on Suspect Miranda’s back and the 
other foot planted on the ground. She saw Suspect Miranda moving his hips side to 
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side as though he was trying to get up. Deputy Moreno heard both deputies order 

Suspect Miranda to stop fighting and to leave his hands out. Shortly thereafter, Deputy 

Moreno saw Deputy MENU up from his straddling position and move towards the 

head and hand area of Suspect Miranda. Deputy then moved into Deputy 
previous straddling position on Suspect Miranda’s back. 


Deputy Moreno said she heard someone ask where the gun was so she began to 
search for it. She explained the reason she searched for the gun_as opposed to 
helping with Suspect Miranda was because it appeared Deputies йй and 
had control of Suspect Miranda and he appeared to be compliant. 


Deputy Moreno saw no other interactions with Suspect Miranda until the point when 
deputy personnel were helping him up from the ground to be treated by paramedics. 
At that point she also learned that Deputy Cheatham had recovered the gun. 


Deputy Neil Wendland L -г5 interviewed on April 16, 2014, by Internal Affairs 
Bureau Sergeants Catrina Khasaempanth and Sonja Bracken. He was represented by 
his attorney, Audra Call from the law firm of Green and Shinee. The interview was 
conducted at the Internal Affairs Bureau and was audio recorded. 


Deputy Wendland authored a Supplemental report [Exhibit A], documenting the event 
and his actions. His report was consistent with his verbal description of the incident 
during his Internal Affairs interview. 


Deputy Wendland said he responded to the Bellflower Travel Inn regarding a deputy 
involved in a fight assistance request. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Wendland, who is ЕЕЕ was assigned to 
work with Deputy Mike Sanchez, [EEE On the day of 
this incident. However, at the time of the assistance 
request Deputy Sanchez was at Lakewood Station 

Deputy Sanchez 


Deputy Wendland continued to handle calls for service in 
the interim. 


Deputy Wendland arrived at the motel approximately less than one minute later and 
parked at the rear of the motel on Oak Street. As he ran towards deputies and 
Suspect Miranda he heard what he thought sounded like o MR ос: 
yelling, “Stop resisting.” He also heard Suspect Miranda screaming but did not know 
what about. As he got closer he saw Suspect Miranda on the ground between two 
parked vehicles, lying on his stomach, with his hands cuffed out in front of him in a 
prone type position. Deputies Ду әп.  — RM Parra were also present 
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with Suspect Miranda and Deputy Wendland could smell that pepper spray had been 
used but did not see who sprayed it. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Wendland marked the location where he found the 
deputies and Suspect Miranda on copies of photographs 
[Exhibit I] shown to him during his IAB interview. 


Deputy Wendland saw Deputy аш. his knees in a straddling position over 
Suspect Miranda’s waist and lower back area facing the same easterly direction as 
Suspect Miranda. Deputy Parra was near Suspect Miranda’s back legs. Deputy 
Martin was on Suspect Miranda’s left side and appeared to have a hold of Suspect 
Miranda. Deputy Wendland said Suspect Miranda was compliant at that time so 
Deputy Martin's hold would not have been any type of use of force. Deputy} 
was standing and overlooking Suspect Miranda. Deputy Wendland described Deputy 
з being out of breath, he had a red face, and his uniform was disheveled. 


Deputy Wendland asked the deputies what they had and if anything was outstanding. 
He heard someone say there was a gun outstanding and Deputy Wendland 
recommended that they re-handcuff Suspect Miranda and search him. Deputy 
Wendland also told Deputy [EER verything was okay and he could back up while he 
and assisting deputies dealt with Suspect Miranda. 


Deputy Wendland said as he stood to the right side of Suspect Miranda’s right 
shoulder, he told Suspect Miranda it was over and he should not fight anymore. 
Although Deputy Wendland had never seen Suspect Miranda giving any type of 
resistance, his reasoning for telling him to stop fighting was to see if Suspect Miranda 
was receptive or if he was still in an aggressive state of mind. Deputy Wendland said 
Suspect Miranda agreed to not fight and was compliant with his orders. Depu 
Wendland, along with who he thought was either Deputy Martin or Deputy} re- 
handcuffed Suspect Miranda behind his back. Deputy Wendland said Suspect 
Miranda was compliant throughout the entire re-handcuffing process. 


Deputy Wendland said after Suspect Miranda was re-handcuffed he advised deputies 
on scene that Suspect Miranda did not have a gun on him and he heard an unknown 
deputy advise the gun had been located. 


Deputy Shelby Martin жш... interviewed on April 30, 2014, by Internal Affairs 
Bureau Sergeants Catrina Khasaempanth and Sonja Bracken. Deputy Martin chose to 
conduct this interview without being represented by an attorney. The interview was 
conducted at the Internal Affairs Bureau and was audio recorded. 


Deputy Martin said she was working an overtime position as unit 133J when she heard 
SCC broadcast that a deputy was involved in a fight. 
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IAB NOTE: Deputy Martin's unit 133.) was not listed on the PM shift in- 
service due to the fact it was an overtime position assigned 
to a special detail. 


Deputy Martin said she looked on her patrol vehicle’s MDC for the unit identifier SCC 
had broadcasted was involved in the fight. She located the unit on the GPS, saw he 
was at the Bellflower Travel Inn and notified SCC of the deputy’s location. Deputy 
Martin along with her partner Deputy Greg Emerson ИШ) drove to the 
motel and arrived approximately 40 seconds later. 


Deputy Martin said upon her arrival she saw Suspect Miranda on the ground with 
Deputy] sitting on top of him in a straddling position. Suspect Miranda was face 
down on the ground and his wrists were handcuffed above his head. As she moved 
closer Deputy Wendland arrived and they both told Suspect Miranda he needed to 
cooperate with their orders. She remembered Suspect Miranda looked as though his 
face was bleeding and he was crying. She added Suspect Miranda was lying on the 
ground and not showing any type of resistance. Suspect Miranda agreed to cooperate 
and together Deputies Wendland and Martin un-cuffed him, placed his hands behind 
his back, and re-handcuffed him. 


Deputy Martin was asked if Оериу сусг got up from Suspect Miranda's back. 
Deputy Martin said she believed at some point Deputy ооо near Suspect 
Miranda's lower body but she was focused more on getting Suspect Miranda re- 
handcuffed. 


Deputy Martin said Suspect Miranda was compliant throughout her contact with him 
and never saw personnel using force on him. Additionally she never saw Suspect 
Miranda get sprayed with OC spray nor did she smell the odor of any pepper spray. 


Deputy Martin said upon her arrival at the motel when she ran towards Suspect 
Miranda, her partner Deputy Emerson walked towards Deputy Cheatham who was 
holding a gun at that time. 


Poor и ис: interviewed on June 30, 2013, by Internal 
Affairs Bureau Sergeants Catrina Khasaempanth and Laura Haynes. The interview 
was conducted at the Lakewood Sheriff's Station and was audio recorded. 


Ехроге сас she was on a ride-a-long with Deputy Parra when they responded 
to the Bellflower Travel Inn regarding a deputy involved in a fight assistance request. 
She said they were the third patrol car to arrive at the motel. Upon her arrival she saw 
three deputies trying to handcuff Suspect Miranda who was on the ground, between to 
parked vehicles, in front of the motel office. She added that Suspect Miranda was not 
handcuffed at that point. 
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Ехрїоге said she stood approximately ten feet away from the deputies and saw 
Suspect Miranda lying face down and kicking his legs up and down. She said the 
deputies told Suspect Miranda to stop fighting but he kept moving around. She saw a 
female deputy standing near Suspect Miranda's head trying to grab his hands and two 
male deputies were on each side of Suspect Miranda. A few seconds later she heard 
Suspect Miranda yell, “My leg, my leg." Shortly thereafter Explore: aw 
deputies help Suspect Miranda get up and he was treated by paramedics. 


Ехроге said she never saw any pepper spray being used nor did she smell 
any. 


Sergeant Timothy Robarge ЗЕ. г interviewed оп Мау 15, 2014, by Internal 
Affairs Bureau Sergeant Catrina Khasaempanth. Sergeant Robarge chose to conduct 
this interview without being represented by an attorney. The interview was conducted 
telephonically and was audio recorded. 


Sergeant Robarge said he remembered talking to Suspect Miranda after he was 
arrested for narcotics charges on June 27, 2013. Sergeant Robarge was the only 
narcotics detective working in the office at the time when he was contacted by a patrol 
deputy. The deputy told Sergeant Robarge he had arrested Suspect Miranda for 
narcotics charges and Suspect Miranda was interested in talking to narcotics 
detectives regarding some information he had. Sergeant Robarge interviewed Suspect 
Miranda and during that conversation he told Suspect Miranda in order for him to 


become an informan! tics bureau he needed to call back and speak with 
Detective Sergeant Robarge said Suspect Miranda 
never called back Detective or him and therefore never became signed up as 


an informant. 


Sergeant Robarge said he never told Suspect Miranda to buy narcotics from a house 
near the Bellflower Travel Inn. 


NON DEPARTMENT WITNESS STATEMENT: 


HER vas interviewed on June 30, 2013, by Internal Affairs Bureau Ep 


Catrina Khasaempanth. The interview was conducted in private at the 
land was audio recorded. 


Ms И said she was working in the lof the motel, when she heard 
raised voices and someone said, “Stop, stop.” She looked out the window of the office 
into the parking lot and saw Deputy Fitting with Suspect Miranda. She saw 
Suspect Miranda hitting Deputy [EE as he was trying to stop him. Deputy а 
k ect Miranda to the ground and they landed in the parking stalls in front of Ms. 
йай window. Deputy Acon tinued to struggle with Suspect Miranda as 
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he attempted to handcuff him. At some point during the struggle Ms — T7 
Deputy alking into his handheld microphone and she believed he was calling 
for additional deputies to respond to his aid. 


A short time later, additional deputies arrived and Ms. ш... two or three 
deputies struggle with Suspect Miranda while he was on the ground. She heard 
deputies telling Suspect Miranda several times to stop what he was doing. Ms. 
said it appeared to her as though Suspect Miranda was trying to get away from the 
deputies. As the struggle continued she heard Suspect Miranda scream. Ms. 

said she remembered seeing deputies trying to handcuff Suspect Miranda while he 
was on the ground but the next time she saw him he was sitting on the stairs and 
handcuffed. 


SUSPECT'S INJURIES: 

Suspect Miranda was transported to Lakewood Regional Medical Center and treated 
for his injuries by Doctor Christopher Bounds. Suspect Miranda sustained a soft tissue 
facial contusions, a small laceration to his right ear, a mid-shaft fibula fracture to his 
right lower leg, and an unstable ankle injury to his right ankle. See photographs 
[Exhibit B] taken of Suspect Miranda for further. 

Doctor Bounds said Suspect Miranda's leg injuries were consistent with someone 
applying pressure on his leg during a struggle. Additionally, the right ear injury was 
also consistent with occurring during the struggle with deputy personnel. 


Suspect Miranda was later transported to Los Angeles County Medical Center where 
he was booked into the Jail Ward of the hospital and received additional medical care. 


INJURIES TO DEPUTY PERSONNEL: 


Deputy ЩЕ тегес superficial abrasions to his left ear, right elbow, and right hand 
but did not seek medical attention for those injuries. 


PHYSICAL EVIDENCE: 

Photographs [Exhibit B] of the gun and narcotics pipe found on Suspect Miranda were 
submitted with this case. Additional photographs [Exhibit B] of Suspect Miranda and 
Deputy EE injuries are also submitted with this case. 


There were surveillance cameras at the motel; however per Witness ШО video 
footage data was not saved. 
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REVIEW OF RADIO BROADCAST: 


The radio broadcasts from Lakewood Dispatch 14 [Exhibit C] were reviewed by the 
Internal Affairs Bureau investigator. 


At approximately 2028 hours (thirty-six seconds into the recording) 133T1, Deputy 
ШШЕ ео emergency clearance and SCC acknowledged. Fourteen seconds 
later (fifty seconds into the recording) Deputy — advised he was involved in a 
fight. SCC continuously tried to make contact with Deputy but there was no 
response. Twenty seconds after Deputy EE ast radio transmission, SCC asked 
if anyone knew his last location. A male voice advised Deputy Ди 2: location 
was at Lakewood Boulevard and Mayne Street. Deputy Martin then advised Deputy 

location was on the east side of Lakewood Boulevard, between Oak Street 
and Mayne Street. 


At approximately 2029 hours, field supervisor Sergeant Verzola, unit 130S, advised he 
was enroute to Deputy 08 ocation with a two minute estimated time of arrival. 


At approximately 2030 hours (two minutes and seven seconds into the recording), 
Deputy advised he was at the Travel Inn located at Lakewood Boulevard and 
Oak Street. He further advised Suspect Miranda was handcuffed but handcuffed in the 
front and requested units to respond Code 3. Twenty seconds later aero bureau 
advised they were not on scene but were seconds away. 

At approximately 2031 hours (two minutes and fifty-seven seconds into recording), a 
male voice advised the situation was under control and no further assistance was 


needed. Fourteen seconds later paramedics were requested for Suspect Miranda. 
Sergeant Verzola, unit 130S, advised he was still responding to the scene. 


broadcasted his initial emergent radio traffic to the time deputy personnel 


шшш: two minutes and twenty-one seconds elapsed from the time Deputy 
advised the situation was under control.
